Man survives Taliban bloodbath in mosque 


A distraught Kingston man has 
spoken of how he narrowly sur¬ 
vived a horrifying bloodbath dur¬ 
ing a terrorist attack in Pakistan 
last week. 

Lutfur Rahman, 32, said he was 
lucky to escape the massacre in La¬ 
hore on Friday, in which armed 
Taliban militants claimed 93 lives 
and left dozens more seriously 
wounded. 

The gunmen, wearing vests 
rigged with explosives, burst into 
the Bait-ul-Noor mosque with ma¬ 
chine guns and grenades to commit 
a devastating killing spree. 

Mr Rahman, a textile engineer 
who lives in Fairfield Road, said: “I 
still can’t believe I survived. They 
approached the mosque with what 
looked like AK-47s and were wear¬ 
ing jackets with explosives. They

were clearly trained and knew 
what they were doing. 

“People forced the terrorist down, 
he tried to detonate [his bomb] but 
the bomb malfunctioned and then 
he attempted to shoot himself, but 
the shot was not fatal. 

“I feel fortunate to be alive. There 
were bodies riddled with bullets ev¬ 
erywhere, I still remember the con¬ 
stant gunshots and grenade blasts.” 

Ahmadi Muslims have been tar¬ 
gets for violence since their beliefs 
were branded non-Muslim by the 
Pakistan government in 1974. 

Asif Badwa, whose uncle was 
murdered during the attack on Fri¬ 
day, said: “There are posters in 


Lahore saying ‘kill the Ahmadis’. 
Why didn’t the Pakistani govern¬ 
ment take any action? It’s not only 
Ahmadis, Christians have been 
killed in Pakistan too.” 

The Foreign Secretary William 
Hague said on Friday: “The UK 
Government utterly condemns 
today’s attacks in Lahore, which 
have led to the loss of many inno¬ 
cent lives. 

“Our thoughts are with the vic¬ 
tims and their families. The attacks 
are a reminder of the importance 
of the international community 
working with Pakistan to tackle the 
threat of violent extremism.” 

Mr Rahman, who would normally 
spend half the year in Pakistan for 
work, said it was unlikely he would 
return to his homeland again. 

He said: “I can’t ever return 


because I owe it to my wife and son 
to keep myself safe. I just hope the 
British Government can put some 
pressure on the Pakistani govern¬ 
ment to protect us from future 
killings. 

“I don’t understand why they 
have done this. We are a peaceful 
community that helps others. Our 
motto is ‘love for all, hatred for 
none’. We have never hurt anyone.” 

Members of Kingston’s Ahmadi 
population came out in force on 
Tuesday to sign a book of condo¬ 
lences at the Baitul Futuh Mosque 
in Morden to pay tribute to those 
hurt and killed.

Paper’s 

Zac-track 

A national newspaper was 
forced to backtrack when it 
incorrectly claimed that Zac 
Goldsmith had signed a 
letter of protest against 
BBC cuts.

Miss Wesling said: “Once I 
met the guys from the LFB on 
a course I decided to go to 
Croydon and pay them a visit. I 
was living in Brixton at the 
time and was doing marathon 
training so I decided to run 
there. 

“I arrived red-faced and out 
of breath and spoke to a team 
of guys who are absolutely 
committed to repairing the 
hoses and making them last as 
long as possible. 

“Unfortunately some of 
them are simply beyond repair 
and the LFB has to pay to have 
them disposed of.” 

Miss Wesling found the hoses 
could be recycled into roof 
tiles, but expanded the compa¬ 
ny to making items such as

bags, wallets, belts and iPhone 
holders. 

She said: “We had a series of 
meetings with Apple and 
under their guidance spent a 
year designing a holder for the 
iPhone.”

(in the winter, no doubt) and ageing pub 
memorabilia adorning the walls. 

Trouble is, the modernisation doesn’t 
seem to have put off the love and hate 
tattoo-sporting regulars. This Pubspy 
doubts they are the sort to enjoy the 
falafel-based bar snacks on offer. 

A short walk from the superbly located 
Boaters Inn, this place has its work cut 
out to become a venue of choice, but 
landlord and chef Tom has other ideas - 
not least with a new beer garden in pro¬ 
duction. 

Staff told me it was his drum-kit and 
PA system stored in a side room. Particu¬ 
larly handy for the weekly post-Sunday 
lunch live music sessions no doubt. 

This isn’t an unpleasant place for a 
drink. Staff are friendly, the beer is good 
and the menu is tempting. 

But at this time of year there are prob¬ 
ably better places to be. Judging by the 
pictures on the Head’s Facebook page, 
maybe a visit in the darker months 
should be put in the diary?

AUDI R8 SPYDER 


Spyder has the power of a true supercar 


With quality of construction and 
clarity of design, and the accuracy 
and response of the steering and 
gearbox, the Audi R8 Spyder has the 
power of a true supercar, writes 
Matt Joy. 

If Audi was an old school friend, it 
would be one whom you catch up 
with on Facebook after 20 years 
only to find that they have done 
annoyingly well for themselves. 
Slick, successful, desirable and, as a 
result, impossible to hate even 
though you want to, the German 
firm knows how to push the buttons 
of potential buyers. 

And now there’s even more. Say 
hello to the R8 Spyder, which adds 
fresh-air fun to the VIO’s thrills. 
Turning the R8 Coupe into the 
Spyder hasn’t sacrificed its good 
looks, either. 

It’s hard not to be a little flash in a 
low-slung two seater with this much 
presence but the Spyder avoids being 
over the top. You’re more likely to 
meet respect and enthusiasm than 


outright envy - it’s a thing of 
genuine beauty after all. 

Unlike the Coupe, the Spyder 
comes only in full-blooded V10 
form. The 5.2-litre unit is similar to 
that found in the Lamborghini 
Gallardo and produces a spectacu¬ 
lar 518bhp and 3911b per foot of 
torque. There’s a choice of trans¬ 
missions, too, with a six-speed 
manual or six-speed automated 
manual dubbed R-tronic. Either way, 
the Spyder has the motive power of 
a true supercar and 
the performance 
figures to back 
it up: roof up 
or down, it 
will hit a 
hair-strain¬ 
ing 194mph 
and blast 
from 0-62mph 
in only 4.1 
seconds. 

Don’t mistake 
this docility for 


dullness, though. You can cover 
hundreds of miles in a single, easy¬ 
going stint and then a slam-dunk of 
the accelerator will punch you 
down the road in an instant. 

Civility takes a back seat to thrills 
as the V10 engine struts its stuff, 
bellowing a delicious wail as it 
tears around to a spectacular 
8,700rpm. If you flip the right 
paddle, the R-tronic transmission 
seamlessly slots 


in the next gear and the physical 
assault happens all over again. 
Punch the Sport button and the 
Spyder responds even more urgent¬ 
ly, sharpening the actions of the 
gearbox and steering. 

This is an Audi, of course, and 
such monstrous power can only be 
distributed through the legendary 
Quattro four-wheel-drive system. 
That means superb traction whatev¬ 
er the weather. Its surefootedness, 
and the accuracy and response of 
the steering, builds immense confi¬ 
dence in the driver, whatever 
their skill level: like all the 
best cars, the Spyder 
flatters the person 
, behind the wheel. 
You get plenty 
more of the 
standard Audi 
brand values, 
too. The interi¬ 
or is first class, 
while the speci¬ 
fication isn’t 


lacking, either. The standard Bang 
& Olufsen audio system will keep 
you amused should you ever tire of 
the VIO’s music, while features like 
sat-nav, Nappa leather and heated 
seats boost the luxury feel. It even 
has microphones in the seat-belts to 
allow you to chat on your Bluetooth- 
connected phone even with the roof 
down. They really have thought of 
everything. 

So what of the big question then: 
how much? Well, you might want to 
be sitting down for this, as the six- 
speed manual version is £111,955 
and you can add a further £5,000 for 
the R-tronic gearbox. But that gets 
you a largely hand-built, alumini¬ 
um and carbon fibre supercar that’s 
stunning to look at and a sensation¬ 
al drive. 

The bad news is that the R8 Spy¬ 
der will be rarer than hen’s teeth, as 
the allocation for 2010 is already 
sold out. This just goes to show that, 
whatever the cost, quality never 
goes out of fashion.
